HAVE A "PANAMA CANAL” OF ITS OWN. 
The Florence News concludes an interesting editorial 
reference to the Tennessee river survey, with an expres­ 
sion of wonderment whether or Dot the Tennessee Valley, 
having a Wilson 
Dam 
already, will 
not also have 
a 
little Panama canal of its own. 
The News discusses the possibility of canalisation, In 
order to connect with the Tombigbee river and provide a 
ropte to the gulf, shorter by 700 mile», than the present 
one. 
The Tennessee river survey takes this 
into 
con- 
cideration in making recommendations for the future of 
the Tennessee river. 
Congressman Edward B. Almon, on one of his recent 
visits here, talked to the writer at some length regarding 
this comprehensive survey of the possibilities of the Ten­ 
nessee. 
The development of Muscle Shoals, of course, 
waa the first goal of the friends of the river development, 
but now that this development very nearly has been ac­ 
complished, the far-seeing men who were responsible for 
it, are yet looking into the future. 
The survey of the whofe Tehnessee river basin and the 
descovery of all opportunities for the river’s development 
is the object of the gigantic survey the government now 
is engaged in. 
Of all the rivers in the nation, the Ten­ 
nessee probably offers the greatest chance of development 
on a large scale.

As The News says the canalization project may not be 
feasible at this time, but the time will come when it will 
be. Scores of sites for dams have been found on the Ten- 
netkee and its tributaries. 
The government just now is 
making haste slowly in letting permits for their construc­ 
tion and, while we people in the Valley sometimes become 
dissaitsfied with the speed the government shows, those 
interested in the Tennessee and those who have devoted 
most attention and study to Its opportunities, reatiie that 
the resources of the river are tremendous.
